He is heir to an annual income of some- 
thing like $12/)00,000, yet he Is considered extremely 
democratic and has a large nundber of friends among 
the Harvard men. 
He is especially fond of the the- 
atre and likes the musical comedies most of all. 
He 
prepared for Harvard at the Horace Mann School, in 
New York. 


Two years ago the father of the Prince visited Bos- 
ton and Harvard, and the methods of teaching at 
Harvard appealed to him so strongly that his last 
words to Dr. Eliot, president of Harvard at that time, 
were that his sons should be sent to Harvard to finish 
their education. 


The studies of the young Prince have been selected 
with a view to the responsibilities which he will as- 
sume as ruler of three million subjects. 
The Gaek- 
war of Baroda, father of the Prince, flashed upon 
New England in 1906 with the brilliancy of avComet. 
He was accompanied by his wife, the •vlaharanee, 
his brother and a large retinue of servants, and the 
gorgeousne.ss of these Indian visitors has not yet been 
forgotten at the Hotel Somerset, where they were ' 
Quartered. 


The Gaekwar is one of the semi-indopendent Princes 
of the Indian Empire who are privileged to make laws, 
levy taxes, mint coin and maintain standing armies. 
He will arrive in New York during the early part of 
June. He Is going to England by way of China, Japan 
and the United States, and when he returns to his na- 
tive country will have completed the circle of the 
globe. When abroad the Gaekwar assumes the dress 
and follows the customs of Western civilization and 
indulges In all the refined luxury that is provided for 
the modem man of wealth. 
He carries with him the 
splendid costume of brocade silk and gold lace and 
the wonderful Jewelled ornaments in which he will 
appear «t court receptions In England. 


He Likes Broadway. 


Encountered in Broadway in frock coat and silk 
hat tbe Gaekwar might be taken for a Cuban of the 
upper class. 
He speaks English fluently and French 
and German fairly well. His wife and daughter, who 
accompany him, are dressed in ths prevailing Parisian 
fashion and have the manners of Ameiricans. At home 
they lead almost lonely lives. 
There are no other 
women of high rank in Baroda 4nd the wives of neigh- 
boring native potentates look at tt^m 
somewhat 
askance on account of their lib^alism and fondness 
for Western ways. 
Three or four Europeans afiord 
the only congenial company that they can enjOy. 


Two years ago the Gaekwar was frankly delighted 
with New York and confessed that he considered it a 
more progressive city than London. 
The bustle of 
Broadway, its lights, its theatres and cafés appealed 
to him immensely, as they naturally would to a man 
with an inherited love for pageantry. 


The Gaekwar entered into the life of New York 
with the zest of a schoolboy on a vacation, but his 
time was not devoted entirely to pleasure by any 
means. He has a decidedly prions side, as was shown 
by the careful study he màde of public institutions. 
The Fire Department and police force excited his 
admiration, but what he learned of these could not 
be turned to practical account in his principality. 


On the other hand, Baroda has benefited by the ex- 
amination her ruler made of our schools and hospitals 
four years ago. 


When the Gaekwar ascended the thrope In 1875 the 
State had neither one nor the other worth considering. 
Now there are a number of schools of various grades 
in which English is taught. 
The Post Office Depart- 
ment deiivered last year letters and post cards on an 
average of four to each Inhabitant. 
The need of hos- 
pitals was even greater than that of schools and has 
been equally well met. 
Baroda has been smitten by 
smallpox, scourged by cholera and decimated 
by 
plague time and again. 
Formerly the people coped 
with these dire visitations as best they might. 
Now 
".he III are well looked after In all parts of the State.

m s Highness the linlght Grand Commander of the 
Exalted Order of the fetar of India and oí the Most 
Eminent Order of tbe Indian Bmpire is a very impor- 
tant personage In his ovwii conntry.

future Gaekwar had no difllculty in satisfying the 
emissary from the capitsil of their right to claim mem- 
bership In the royal family, although the connection 
was through a branch distant from the reigning 
house. 
That matter settled and the occaslop duly 
solemnized by a feast and «'religious ceremony, the 
barefooted village boy was suitably clothed and con- 
ducted with much pomp and circumstance to Baroda. 


To explain the reason for all this ado—or, as the 
Hindus would say, tamasha—it is necessary to hark 
back a few centuries, which, according to Oriental 
conception of time, is a mere trifle. 
The founder of 
the fortunes of the house of Baroda was a trooper in 
the force of the old Maratha freebooter, Khandé Rao, 
who flourished toward the end of the seventeenth cen- 
tury. 


This trooper attracted the notice of his leader by 
performing the feat which In modern times was cred- 
ited to Colonel Fred Burnaby, of "ride to Khiva" fame, 
that of completely severing a man's trunk with a 
single backhanded stroke. 
The Maratha who gave 
this wonderful exhibition of strength and dexterity 
was raised to the command of a paga and distin- 
guished with the title of Shamsher Bahadur ("llJus- 
trious swordsman"), which has been borne by the 
Gaekwars ever since. 


He finished his career as one of the prominent 
figures of that turbulent time and was killed in a 
raid upon a neighbor's territory. 
His nephew and 
understudy, Pilaji by name, stepped into his shoes. 
He became a highly successful leader, established an 
independent principality and was the first of the line 
of Gaekwars. 


Like Robber Barons. 


The early Maratha chief tains. had many points of 
similarity to the robber barons of mediaeval Europe. 
Like them, they gained their eminence by she^ mas- 
tçrfulpess and strength of arm. 
The 
fl^e 
great 
branches of the Maratha a are all ruled by men of ob- 
scure* origin, the Bhonslas alone being of R.ijput 
descent. 
The founder of the great house of Holkar 
was a goatherd; the first Sindhia was a slipper 
bearer In the household of the Peshwa. 


Now, In this country if a private soldier of lowly 
birth should rise to high rank and great wealth the 
obscurity of biS origin would be forgotten In two gen- 
erations. 
Not so In India, 
the Rajput warrior 
class boasts descent ffom the* •'^ehildren of the Sun 
and the Moon," and where tbe distinction ot caste is 
paramount to every other. 
But the most blue blinded 
Rajput admits bis laferiorlty to the proud Brahmin, 
very often bàs no material possession of greater 
vtflué that the-greasy string which symbolize^ the 
sacred thread of the thrice born. 


The almost naked Brahmin beggar , w ^ accepts a 
dole from thé almonei^t the gate of the palace would 
decline with scorn an Invitation to dine with the ruler 
of Baroda. 
And so the Gaekwar, with all big pride 
of Dlace, lacks the distinction which Hindus respect 
abéjre all others. 
It Is Just as flrell that he Is not of 
high c^ste, for In that case be éo^ld bardly have be- 
come the man of brqad synatiatbles and the liberal 
ruler that he Is, and bis #life and daughter, Instead 
of frequenting tliè drawing rooms of New York, 
would have been secluded In a zenana. 


Since the last Maracha war, In 1817, Baroda' bás 
been governed by a Gaekwar, with thé help of a 
British Resldept and a subsldlairy forcé. »í The position 
of Resident at the court of bne of these pseudbMnde- 
» pendent Indian potentates is ál^ays a delicate one 
and never without disagreeable featares. 
I t Is his 
.business to see that the .Prince treats bis subjects 
nUiQ^ely, uses bis reVénues witb discretion, atoUIs 
a n a d i e with ble neighbors and, la sbort, behaves 
blâtéeif properly: âcoorilliig/^to the British ciodf of 
etülc«. whicb is,Tevi diffemiit from thá|^f ibe Hindu. 


matum poison was put In his curry—too much of It, 
as It happened. 


Thfi Gaekwar was arrested as the instigator of this 
attempt od the life of the political agept. 
He was 
tried by a special commission composed of three 
natives and three British 
members. Including 
Sir 
Richard Couch, Chief Justice of Bengal. 
Sergeant 
Ballantyne, with the possible exception of Sir Charles 
Russell the most able advocate who ever pleaded at 
the British Bar, went out to India to defend the 
royal suspect and was paid 5150,000 for his services. 
The trial ended in a daadlock, the three 
English 
members of the court finding the Gaekwar guilty and 
the three natives reaching a contrary verdict. 


Nevertheless, the Indian government decided^to de- 
pose the Gaekwar for the good of his peoiile. He was 
deported to Madras, where he lived in luxury on a 
handsome pension until his death, in 1S:J3. 
The au- 
thorities permitted Hindu custom to prevajl in set- 
tling the question of the succession to the vacant

The country of Baroda is not to be traced on ani 
ordinary map of India. 
It con.sl.sts of a score or more: 
of separate patches of territory, widely 
scattered; 
through Gujarat and Kathlawar, two hundred miles- 
in more than one Instance dividing one from its near- 
est neighbor. 
These .several territories aggregate an 
apea equal to only two-thirds that of the State of 
Massachusetts. 
It is a fertile, well watered land, 
good to look upon. 
Most of it is under cultivation 
and rich fields of cotton, grain, tobacco, flax and indigo 
attest the prosperity of the inhabitants. 
Opium Is 
also one of the products. 
This is a government 
monopoly. 
No man may grow a poppy without spe- 
cial license, and every ounce of the juice extracted 
must be turned over to the official collectors. 
The 
crude extract is refined in the State factory, and after; 
a certain quantity has been set aside for domestic con- 
sumption the output is shipped to Bombay for sale in 
China. 
This 
traffic 
nets 
the 
government 
about 
$4<H>.000 profit a year. . 


Only here and there does the capital betray the! 
impress of the modern civilization that largely influ- 
ences its life. 
In general Its aspecti 
is that of an old time Indian city.! 
Leisurely Hindus, in pink or whitei 
drapery, pasS through the bazaars; 
in the shadows of carved balconies^ 
whose wood is worn and polished 
and toned to almost blackness by 
ajro. 
Now and then a sedate camel 
pads along the street, 
carefully 
threading Its way among the naked 
children playing in the dust. 
But 
despite Us apparent sleepiness Ba- 
roda is an unusually wealthy city 
for Its size.

The last generation of Indian princes led useless 
and often dissolute lives. They had l>een brought up

civflizstlor that forced itself upon them and their 
people. 
Tbey.^were compelled, however, io mie with 
y x e ^ d to it, Énd they usually disposed of a dlstaste- 
ful tMMk by leavlnc the direction of ofCatrs to tbe 


rlzler and tbe political agent, while tbej^ gave them- 
selves up to loafing and questionable diversions. 
All 
this has changed. 
The native ruler of to-day has 
either been educated in England or under British 
direction In his own country. 
He has lear&efl to re- 
spect modem methods of government and to appre- 
ciate the obligations of a sovereign. 
His Ideas of 
soclàl ethics and of personal conduct are >very differ- 
ent from those of bl^ father. Quite frequently he out- 
Engllshes tbe English. 


The Gaekwar is one of tbe latter day type of rajabr.

trade and several Imjiortant industries in textiles, silk 
brocades and metal work. 


The palace is a hideous ana pronouncedly modern 
structure, marred by a mixture of materials and 
styles. The large apartments are filled with European 
furniture and upholstery in garish colors. Tbe throne 
room suggests the lobby of an up to date New York 
hotel. 
The Gaekwar does not maintain a harem. 
He 
has but one wife, who is as much Europeanized as 
himself. 
In the palace they dress after Western or 
Oriental fashion to suit the occasion, but in their 
drives about the city and when travelling In India al- 
ways wear the native costume. 
The Gaekwar has 
great admiration for America and American institu- 
tions. 


No other man In the world is the possessor of so 
many Jewels as this Indian Rajah, and he is the owner 
of the only gold and silver artillery in the world. 
Posted to defend his gorgeous palace are four guns 
fashioned from gold and silver. They are the product 
of a native artisan, who worked five years in fashion- 
ing them. 
Bach of the cannon weighs four hundred 
pounds, and two are of solid gold and two of solid 
silver, save for the Inner barrel, which Is of steeL 


Dazzling and magnificent Is the apparel of the 
bullocks that haul this royal artillery. 
Forty-five 
thousand dollars is said to be the cost of the trap- 
pings.. On the horns of the animals are golden caps, 
and on their legs are anklets of gold and sliver. 
Ornaments of gold adorn their heads, and when the 
Toyat artillery Is in motion the splendor of It dazzles 
the eyes. 
The guns are guarded day and night by 
picked men from tbe royal bodyguard. 


The most famous diamond necklace of the world Is 
tbe property of the Maharajah.

Great Variety; of Topics 
Discussed by, the 
President. 


Ada, Ohio, June 3.—President Taft, 
In an address to the graduating class 
of the Ohio Northern university here 
today, gave a world of advice to the 
young men and -wromen and discussod 
at length the opportunities and limits 
of the .various professions and busi- 
ness pursuits. 
The law, the ministry, 
medicine, teaching, journalism, farm- 
.Ing and modern industrial conditions 
all came in for a share of treatment 
In Mr. Taft's remarks. 
In dlscussins 
1 Journalism the president took occa- 
sion to 
denounce 
"muckraking" and 
expressed the belief that unjust phase 
of newspaper-activity soon would be a 
thing of the past. 


He 
praised 
Theodore 
Roosevelt's, 
crusade against muckrkkers in this 
connection. 
Socialism was denounced 
by the president and was referred to 
as one of the problems that will have 
to be considered during the next gen- 
eration. 


Business Cannot.Alway* Boom. 


"I am going to invite your attention 
this morning," said the president, "to 
Ithat'which confronts you in your start 
in life and the political and economic 
problems that, should you take the 
part In politics you ought to do, prob- 
ably will occupy your attention and 
call for your activity in their solution, 


j In the first place let us take the busi- 
' ness situation. It is of course impos- 
sible to expect that the future growth 
of trade shall continue in the propor- 
tion In which we have seen it ex- 
pand during the last ten years and It 
Is reasonable to suppose that at some 
time within the next decade there will 
be some reaction 
of 
some financial 
stringency or perhaps a financial panic. 
Nevertheless the 
progress 
that has 
been made is real and substantlaL 
There jjaay be a halt; there may be a 
Bcallng of values, but these we have 
bad from'time to time followed by a 
tecovery whicL indicated only a mo- 
mentary lapse. 


Still Chances to Succeed.

Many of them do not receive 
more than the wages of the skilled 
mechanic—^many not as much; but the 
fascination of

The Newspaper Field. 
"Of the 
profession 
of 
Journallsm 
there Is much to say. The Increase in 
the Intelligence and discrimination of 
the people has In one way 
largely 
modified the power of the press. 
The 
editorial writers have by no means 
such Influence upon popular views as 
they had in days gone by. The news 
papers are known more for the news 
that they contain than for the advice as 
to the lessons which should be drawn 
from it. 
The people make more al 
lowance for the bias, of the paper than 
they ever did before. 


"The reputation of a paper for ac 
curacy and veracity is generally as well 
known as the reputation of a member 
oi the community. 
There are some 
newspapers that seek to effect their 
purposes and control opinion by an at 
tempted misrepresentation or suppres 
Sion of the facts In respect to matters 
attracting public attention. *But in the 
end they do not prevail, 


"The business of furnishing news to 
a people Is like the business of fur- 
nishing them entertainment from the 
stage. 
An outsider is unable to un- 
derstand the currents of the mind of 
the reading public except as he may 
study the columns, the subjects and 
the methods of treating them that he 
finds in the modern, successful news- 
paper. 
Few 
newspaper 
proprietors 
have such patronage as to enable them 
to make their newspaper what théy 
think a newspaper ought to be; and 
they are obliged in their papers to 
consult that which they regard as the 
public taste and the public desire. 


Editors Could Improve. 
"While the editor occupies the posi- 
tion of an Instructor of public taste 
and ought to exercise the function as 
such with more constancy and courage 
than he usually does, the limitations 
that there are upori him by reason of 
the public demand, those of us who 
would criticize the press, hardly ap- 
preciate. 
Certainly journalism 
is 
profession in which men of discriminat- 
ing intelligence, of high courage; of ac- 
curate Judgment, of a love of truth and 
real patriotism, can flnd a sphere of 
usefulness unexcelled In any other, and 
such men are needed, for If the stand- 
ards set by some of the most success- 
ful of the newspapers in lack of truth, 
in coarseness and unfairness of crti- 
clsm, shall not improve in the next 
generation. It will vindicate the pessi- 
mists of today." 


Severe on Muokrakers. 
"I refer to a class of newspapers and 
of magazines that are properly cc^i- 
cised as muckrakers, that 
rely for 
their circulation on the vicious and 
unfounded attacks upon the honestj^ 
and upright character 
and patriotic 
mottlves of men in public 
life, and 
upon those conspicuous and prominent 
socially. This muckraking Is an out- 
growth and probably the unavoidable 
aftermath of a laudable and necessary 
attack upon abuses which had sho^n^ 
themselves in a form 
of 
corporate 
greed and control of politics. 
It was 
necessary to have a housecleanlng In 
this regrard and Mr, Roosevelt led the 
movement and much has been accom- 
plished in clarifying business and po- 
litical methods. In the doing of It he 
was hlinself the foremost to denounce 
those who took advantage of the gen- 
teral condition of popular suspicion and 
filled their purses by unfounded at- 
tacks upon, men In public ofBce Strug 
gUngi.consclentlously to do their duty. 


"In'the change which has taken place 
I n I n f l u e n c e of the editorial writer 
land the inoreased importance In the 
statement of news, the influence of 
tbe colI^Kp-bred Journalist must con- 
"tlnueno Tbe of the greatest weight It 
needs a trained mind, a judicial tem- 
perament and a high standard of In- 
tegrity and sélf-respect^ together with 
a nice and graphic literary touch, to 
make the leading special correspond- 
ence of thjB paper, which In many re- 
spects^ is T^ow its most influential part, 
wh£^t it should be. It is a field well 
worth-the ambition of any man to suc- 
ceed in. It has^ many temptatlona. 
It 
has .rewards which may be permanent 
and solid,, or. as 
the 
correspondent 
yields to Its temptations may be mere- 
iy meretricious and temporary, 
' 


Tbe most discouraging problem be- 
fore us Is that of municipal govern-, 
ment, but while there seems to be 
some retrograde steps from time to 
time, the whole movement js forward. 
The activity of corporations In politi- 
cal matters tended to corrupt them, 
but the tendency, in the last six or 
eight years has been to drive corpora- 
tions out of politics, and It has been 
greatly for the beneflt of politics and 
the public weal. 


"I think the Issue of most import- 
ance will be the question of the pre- 
servation of our Institutions of private 
property or its d'estructfon and the 
substitution of a certain kind of co- 
operative Joint enjoyment of every- 
thing, which Is the ideal of socialism. 
The institution of private property, »n 
kmy Judgment, has 'done more to bring 
about the modem progress and civili- 
zation than àny of our institutions ex- 
cept that of personal liberty. The de- 
velopment of modern * Industrialism, 
'the concentration of capital ahd Ita 
abuses^ the tendency towarid monopoly 
and tlie suppression of competition, 
may all justify a regulation or a great- 
er restriction upon the use of private 
property

Two Cents Per Hour is 
Added to Their 
Earnings. 


TO GET ANOTHER ' 
RAISE JAKUAJ^Y 1 


Bulletin 
Announcing 
In- 
creased Scale Result of 
Recent Conferences. 


A bulletin from Supt. J, C. Sullivan, 
of the Wabash, received at the com- 
apny's yard office in this city Thursday 
morning, removes all doubt of an in- 
crease in the wages of the yard force, 
with the exception ^of the yardmaster, 
whose turn will probably come later 
The bulletin announces that; effective 
April 1, 1910, day foremen or conduc- 
tors will receive 37 cents per hour; 
night foremen, 39 cents per hour; day 
helpers or yard brakemen, 34 cents per 
hour, and night helpers. 35 cents per 
hour. The bulletin also states that be- 
ginning January 1, 1911, night foremen 
and day and night helpers, but not the 
day foremen, v.'ill receive one cent ad- 
ditional per hour.- Ten hours are con- 
sidered a day's work In the yards, but 
In busy times the yard force is com- 
pelled to work eleven hours without 
any extra rate for the extra hour. As 
stated, the increase begins April 1 and 
as a-result some of the yard men will 
receive as high as 5135 from the pay- 
master on his next visit. 
Their pay 
roll will include the extra two cents 
per hour fof both April and May. ThlST 
Increase affects eyery division terminal 
on the Wabash system, but only the 
hourly wage rate In Fort Wayne 1». in- 
cluded in this Item. 
The Increase Is 
two cents per hour everywhere, but the 
scale of wages is not the same at all 
points.

not attracted for some time when she 
heard the sound of a falling object and 
turned to find that the babe had got- 
ten hold of a box of matches and was 
eating the deadly phosphorus from the 
heads of the matches. 


Forty-three Were Eaten. 


Rescuing the babe as quickly as pos- 
sible, a later count .showed that the 
heads of a total of forty-three matches 
had been eaten by the little one, and 
In a short time the child became se- 
riously ill. 
It is said that in accor- 
dance with tiie belief of the family, no 
physician wag called but 
that 
the 
treatment of the little sufferer was 
entrusted to a faith healer residing In 
the neighborhood. 


During the greater part of the night 
the babe is said to have been very 111, 
and 
early 
Thursday /the 
mother 
wrapped the little sufferer up carefully 
and hurried with it to Dr. Stults to 
place it under the care of the physi- 
cian. It gave but a feeble gasp as the 
physician's house was reached, and" 
after learning the circumstances 
Dr. 
Stults notified Coroner Kesler. 


The father of the little one Is Samuel 
Hartle, who was formerly a deputy 
sheriff. 
He is now In broken health 
and is an Inmate of a sanitarium.

"Young ladies

iTour able and distinguished 
president has asked me at this com- 
mencement to say something in re- 
spect to the higher education of wom- 
en. 
It is of course a theme mosi 
relevant and germane to the qccasloa 
but It is one of which I hesitate to 
speak in the presence of those whc 
have made it their 
life 
study and 
whose opinions in regard to the mat« 
ter are of so much more real weight 
than my own." 
" 


Defends Aoadsmio Education. 


The president reviewed the advancei 
made in educational advantages for 
both sexes since 1800 and said: 
"I 
dissent from the view that an acad- 
emic education unfits a man or wom- 
an for business. 
It may be that tha 
tastes that le^d one to an academla 
education are not those which Insura 
business success, but that the mental 
discipline, the power of reasoning, tha 
cultivation and 
comparison of ideas 
are not of assistance in business trans- 
actions In which the higher faculty ol 
the 
mind 
is acutely in action can 
hardly be true. 


"But it is said that women are noi 
going In the professions and BO thai 
the education necessary as a basis for 
a professional career Is not needed by 
those women who have a competency 
or who look forward to marriage and 
motherhood as the chief end of wom- 
an. 


Does Not Unfit Woman for Daties. 
"It Is even suggested that the high- 
er education of women rather unfltg 
them to discharge the duties of a wife 
and mother; that In some way or oth- 
er it robs them of a charm and gives 
them an intellectual independence that 
is Inconsistent with their being th« 
best wives and mothers. I utterly dis- 
sent from this view. The companion- 
ship "of married life is the chief charm 
and reason for its being, so far as it 
relates to the two persons concerned. 


The enjoyment of the home with 
children, and the training of them are 
of course among th© most Important 
duties and pleasures of married life 
and it certainly does not detract from 
the power of à woman to make a good 
companion or to teach and train" her 
children up to high' Ideals that she 
should have the advantage of the high- 
er education. 
It Is not essential that 
a woman who knows much must con- 
form to the manner and ways of tho 
conventional blue stocking; that sha 
should make the extent of her knowl- 
edge a source of discomfort to those 
with whom she associates, or that sha 
should lose her interest in the senti- 
ment or emotions of life, or fall to 
have an appreciation of beauty and 
romance. 


Matrimony Not Essential. 
"I am quite ready to concede that 
marriage and motherhood are a nor- 
mal status for woman and Other things 
being equal she 
is 
happier in that 
condition than In any other. But this 
is far from saying that a woman's 
life is a failure because she has not 
married, and that her life may not be 
a failure because she has married. The 
home and the family are the nucleus 
of the highest happiness, but if cir- 
cumstances are such as to foi^ce wom- 
en to accept husbands whom they do 
not respect and love, and whom they 
would not marry except to escape a 
life of poverty, the home and the fam- 
ily are not likely to be model or to 
furnish an Ideal. 


"One of the great advantages of tho 
higher education for women In my 
Judgment Is in the independence that 
It gives her in the choice of the kind 
of life she Is to lead- 


In the profession of teaching, wom^n 
already have the advantage over men 
In i>olnt of numbers, and we cannot bo 
blind to the general movement In fav- 
or of opening more and more occupa- 
tions jPOt 
dependent 
on 
physical 
stren^n to the female sex."

For the n » t five years he 
ioored the eow^try, meeting ambitious young- 
atem ostmslblsr for "exhibitions" and demoUA- 
Inc thein regidarly icith the terrible right 
hinder wl^h ranks hi^prieally a m s ^ <raeh 
Ii^thal tns^ments as the battleaxe of the Xton 
Beart and the sleeping potion of 4he Borgias, 
pitftakiiig of ^ e nature of both. 
His offer of 
tl^QOO to any <mf who would knock him out was 
the standing joke of the time.

Sereral lighters of promis«^ and reputation 
were also matched a^inst him, for if Sullivan 
met the contemporary sporting demand as li 
hero he xvas not without enemies who would 
have ]ik«d nothing quite so well as to see him 
beaten. 


"Anything and anybody to whip Sullivan!'»' 
wws the word in certain circles of the world of 
^ r t . 
His failure to stop "Tug" Wilson in four 
rounds was a ray of light to this contingent.^ It 
expected great things of Herbert A. Slade, the 
Kaori. Its hopes were pinned again to "Paddy" 
Byan in 1886, but Sullivan simply crushed hia 
old antagonist. 
Its persistent assertions that- 
the champion's day had passed found some 
groond the following year, when Sullivan broke 
hfs left arm in the flight with "Patsy" Cardiff. 
Finally, in 1888,. it took heart from the draw 
with "Charley" Mitchell. 


Sullivan's prestige undoubtedly suffered a de- 
cided, if temporary, setback from this affair. 
SCitchell was a skilful and a wary boxer. 
He, 
niet the champion for $5,000 and the title at 
iShantilly, France, and dodged himself through 
thirty-nine rounds in safety, following "Tug" 
Wilson's tactics. The event was hailed as '{Sul- 
liv^'s Waterloo." It was declared that he ¿ad 
always been greatly overestimated and that he 
must fall before the next first class fighter to 
face him. 
Here at last was the great John L. 
brought low. 
It needed but one more trial to 
remove him from the honor. 


"Jake" Kilrain was chosen to do the remov- 
ing. 
He had been importunate with his chal-- 
lenges since tbe Cardiff fight, and Sullivan at 
l^gth acceptcd him.

It was tbfs way. they figured:—«nllfran never 
bad the courage to fight a mouse more rounds than 
be could count upon his fingers and would be worth- 
toss if carried any distance. Kilrain was fast, clever 
ind sure to prolong the interview, being best at the 
hg end of a long battle. 
Ergo, Kilrain must win. 
ireatly to the profit and satisfaction of the sapient. 


But other points of wisdom were eagerly whispered- 
Ibout the crannies of New Orleans, where the fight 
loving had gathered on July 7, 1889. The champion 
had been living well, altogether too well, it appeared, 
ta training be had seemed actually to be swathed in 
Bftbblness. Moreover, that broken left arm had never 
properly been tried out since the accident two yeab 
before. Again, time and place gave promise of in- 
tense heat, which could not fail to be irksome to the 
heavy Sullivan and sapping to his strength. 
Still 
igain, Kilrain had been trained by "Charley" Mitchell, 
who had stalled off the big fellow so successfully. And 
last, Sullivan never did amount to much anyway. So 
there you were. 


Of the reasons so laboriously collected by the know- 
tog ones, the most attractive had to do with the brev- 
Ity of all of Sullivan's fights. It was an indisputable 
Fact that up to the Mitchell sprinting race at Chantilly 
BO one had ever stayed more than nine rounds with the 
champion. And it was quite possible that if an oppo- 
nent could manage to keep clear of that clubbed right 
ontU Sullivan was blown and weary the greatest hit- 
ting fighter the ring has ever seen might henceforth 
be powerless. It was possible because no one was In 
a position to prove the contrary. 


Meanwhile the great majority of boxing enthusiast« 
throughout tbe country. Including most of those for- 
tunate enough to be on band at New Orleans, held fast 
by their faith In John L. Sullivan. They did not be- 
lieve that the man to succeed him had yet appeared. 
If he bad they were confident that be did not exist 
!n the person of tl^present claimant. 


"Jake" Kilrain was bom at Oreenpolnt, L. t, Feb- 
ruary 9.1859. He was of Irish parentage and his real 
aame was John Joseph Klllion. Having begun his 
muscular training in a Boston rolling mill, he first 
became known to the sporting public as a crack ama- 
teur oarsman. In 1883 he won the Jtinior single scull 
shampionship of America and soon afterward turned 
\o Dew worlds to conquer. He had always been handy 
v$th Us fists and began to attract attention when be 
mode a serious bid for fame by defeatliig "Joe" Lan- 
Qon, a fighter of some note, for a rather vague title, 
tbe cbatnpionsbip of the East.. 


By the time Kilrain was ready to Issue his series of 
shallesges to SuUIvaji in 1887 >be was known as t 
hardy, courageous and really first class boxer. But 
before tbe defiance bore fruit he gained still further in 
^utation by a venture to England. This was the 
first time since the days of "Jem" M9ce that tho. 
chaDaplonship of ICngland had be^n disputed by an 
aspirant to tha world's title. Mace, with whose career 
t|ie two honors eeased to be synonymous, had regained 
the. greater in 1870^ subsequently relinquishing it here. 
Since then tbe bo^lng'game had fallen into evil repute 
across th^ water until the national title was revived 
by "Jem" Smith, who defeated "Jack" Davis in 1885. 
Kilratn challenged Smith and the match was made. 
After a terrific battle for.110,000 and the champipiiship 


tighter showed that he possessed one more remarkable 
faculty^ that ol getting back into shape. He weighed 
20S pounds and could have spared little of it with 
safety. 
His splendid physique was apparently un- 
touched by excesses. 
His tren^ndops spread of 
slioulder, the phenomenal ,dev^6pment of his arm.

But Kilrain, by a desperate effort, 
wrenched free 'Just as Sullivan heaved and hopped 
away^ with a stinging right hook .to the jaw, Tba 
champion went after him hard and In several ex-; 
cbai)ges got his left lightly, to the neck, pressing on in 
a slashing attack until Kilrain went down to avoid 
punishment.^ 


Sullivan in Action. 


'yullivan opeped the fifth'^round, feinting left. Kil- 
rain retreated hastily and when Sullivan followed 
missed a Jonge at the heafi. Sullivan let go one of 
his terrific, right swings, but missed, and Kilrain. coun- 
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h^s right, Kilrain cleverly ducklij the blows-and 
pressing in until he succeeded in catching» his hold. 
After, a vain attempt to score a fall he brol--> uneX' 
pectedly and reaped a snappy left ft» the head, then 
closed again. They wrestled hard r.nd went down 
together, Sullivan on top, with his left arm locked 
about his man's throat. 


That^ Invaluable aid Jio Sullivan's peculiar taqtlc^ . 
his temper, was now at its customary long leash, 
lending verisimilitude to his bogeyman makeup. He 
opened the thirtoentli b: jamming through his righl 
to the r^s, taking a light jolt to the body. In a rally 
Kilrain spiked Sullivan on the foot. The sh 
pain

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baolf TOd upper body muscles, hls^arvellous biceps tering lightly to the neck, went down to save himself, set Sullivan raging, and be was all over Kilra:in In a 
and solid iQlns had the exact contour of perfection, 
with nothing added and nothing- lost. A great shout 
went up as tbe crowd noted this visual refutation of 
rumor that would have had the champion advanced 
In fatty degeneration. It was still the great John L. 
Sullivan they greeted, tl^e Invincible John L. The 
champion resppnded toj^he applause with his custom- 
•ary grin, already hardened"iffto the ferocious fighting 
grimaco^ith which he had struck terror into tbe 
hearts of so many opponents before a blow had been 
struck. Kilrain also received a generous welcome and 
at the call of the referee the two men stepped to the 
handclasp at the centre. 
" -- 


The Battle Is On. 


The fight began with a rush. Whether Kilrain had 
not yet conceded the wisdom of "Charley" Mitchell's 
teifchings or whether he was so enwrapped in the 
notion of his own superiority that he believed them 
superfluous, be had clearly decided to attempt a load 


In the next session after some sparring and chasing 
on the part of the champion, Sullivan smashed his left 
sWiftly to the jaw. They clinched and fell heavily, 
Sullivaq on top. Kilrain was carried tp his corner by 
his seconds, but Sullivan refusefMassistance. 


Kilrain's friends' were now anxiously expectant of 
some demonstration on his part, and the challenger 
waded into thè seventh round ready to give it to 
them. After ^ome play he threw himself to a clinch 
and then'(fought out of it with clever short arm work 
to the ribs, drubbing Sullivan two for one and stop- 
ping Sullivan's clumsy returns prettily. Sidestepping 
a desperate drive, he swept back with a ripping 
right to the right ear, laying it open and drawing first 
crimson before he went down to avoid trouble. 
It 
was a minute and a half round, Kilrain's all the way, 
and his supporters wefe greatly encouraged. 


The champion bore his most fearsome ogre grin 
afi he rushed for the eighth round. Streaked with red 
from the- last blow¿ his bristling black hair on end 
and bis lips drawn back savagely, he presented a 
terrifying spect^le, an effect of which he was fully 
aware. He came at Kilrain like a mad bull, delivered 
his pounding left like a sledge hammer upon the 
other's guard, broke it and drove him a merry dance

New Orleans on tbe morning of July .8. 
Elaborate 
preparations had been made by the authorities to 
prevent the meeting, and tbe militia were stationed 
along the route of the Queen and Crescent system at 
every station. 
Even after crossing the Mississippi 
troops were found In readiness, until the hamlet of 
Richburg was reached, where the coast was conven- 
iently clear. 
This^ point had been secretly selected 
fK>me time before. A twenty foot ring, with stakes 
five feet nine inches in height, had been pitched on a 
bit of hard, level turf. 
A second ring sixty feet 


from the signal. 
They faced each other an Instant 
watchfully, the next Kilrain leaped forward, feinting 
with his left at the head, then diving in under Sulli- 
van's guard to a ctose clinch'. The champion was 
taken a trifle by surprise and the challenger won a 
favorable hold, hurling Sullivan heavily to the ground 
fifteen seconds from the call of time. The quick and 
deter move stirred great enthusiasm among Kilrain's 
backers, and the champion was visibly chagrined as 
he sought bis corner. 


Both were up promptly for the second round, and 


Kilrain was Ijard put to it to avoid tbe raging danger 
and tripped a heart breaking measure as Sullivan 
came on, whirling out repeatedly with liis Uvft. 


Kilrain finiilly liiade a plucky attempt to stand and 
Sullivan was on Iiim like a cj-done, snapping his 
guard.agaiu with the terrific chopping left and hurt- 


mad rush," hammering repeatedlf to the ch^st and 
ribs with straight, driving smashes. Kilrain blockéd 
fast and gave ground until, as Sulllv 
wrenchen 
around and over with the %pent force of 
futile 
swing, he sprang into the opening -.vith his best blow 
of thé fight thus far. a crashing right swing to the 
neck. The check was determined ;.nd staggered Sul- 
livan for an instant, a 
he recovered and ca'me on 
again Kilrain met him in a hot rally and -rent to grass 
to save himself. 


In the fourteenth round Sullivan forced the pace 
Kflrain hitting him low on retreat and taking a hard 
smash to the neck. When Kilrain clinched SulllvaD 
slipped and went down under the ropes. Kilrain be- 
gafr-his sprinting again in the fifteenth, and Sullivan 
again called him to come and fight. The challenger 
came up, missed a pass at the stomach and took a 
thumper to the ribs. As Sullivan tried again, driving 
a hard right, Kilrain dodged and, rushing low, forced 
the champion against the ropes, without damage. 
Sullivan, regaining his balance, whirled with right 
and left at his man, "backing him into his corner and 
around again, while Kijrain continued to duck and 
run away. "Why can't j'ou fight like a man?" was 
Sullivan'.«? reiterated complaint, until Kilrain cattie 
b.ick with a plucky rush, meeting left and right to 
ribs and jaw and fighting into a short arm mêlée, 
where Sullivan so decisively mastered hiin that he 
fell to escape. 


Kilrain opened the next session by leading neatly 
to the ribs and skipping away, which moved Sullivan 
to remark. "You fight just like Mitchell." After some 
slow sparring Kilrain slammed a snappy one to the 
^ody and they mixed at half arm wildly. 
Kilrain 
m*oke away and retreated, Sullivan rushing to a 
clinch and winning the fall. ¡When the champion 
opened the seventeenth wittf a feint Kilrain showed 
his respect by skipping clear across the ring. Sulli- 
vanv followed and they came to grips. Kilrain was 
able to lay Sullivan's right cheek open with a clever 
uppercut before they fell together. 


In the next round Kilrain hurriedly slipped down 
before a blow was struck, but a claim of foul was dis- 
allowed. He threw himself to close quarters at open- 
ing the nineteenth and hugged desperately, which led 
tiie champion to taunt him again. "You're no fighter, 
you're a wrestler," snarled Sullivan, whereat Kilrain 
broke and sent in a crashing right to the ribs. Sullivan 
flailed at him with the tight, but "Jake" was not there, 
and the champion, in a flare of anger, charged after 
him, driving him around the ring. Kilrain went d^own 
ander a grazing swing to save himself. 
j 


The End Nearer. 


For the next six rounds Kilrain was busy hopping 
around the ring and seeking grass at the first oppor- 
tunity, perfectly legitimate tactics under the rules 
after a blow had been struck, but not at all to the lik- 
ing of the crowd or of Sullivan, who thundered scorn 
and defiance. Tbe heat was terribly oppressive and 
the men blistered in the sun, but the champion showed 
no slackening. Beyond some distress of wind he had 
i:i>t suffered, while'KUrain was considerably battered 
.nid appeared to laclrhis earlier spring. In the twen- 
ry-sixth round he made a sudden spurt, ^checking hia 
usual retreat with a flashing parry and right drive 
Uiat smacked hard to the body. The blow stopped 
Sullivan's advance and Kilrain r^n to grips, throwing 
Sullivan for a heavy fall, while his backers, who bad 
l o n g been silent, cheered again. 


Kilrain opened the next session well, jamming an- 
other Jarring drive to the ribs and clinching. 
The 
champion fought him off and launched a half circle 
tiiat caught Kilrain at the back of the neck as the 
cluillengcr twisted away. 
Sullivan then swept a 
.-iper to the ribs, took a light tap to the head and 
loss-countered heavily to the neck, knocking Kilrain 


'^ For the next three rounds Kilrain got down as soon 
as possible, and in the following four he was knocked 
down. He was putting up a great fight and a clever 
one landingtshrewdly and freely. But no blow he 
could land seemed to bother Sullivan in the least, and 
the'champion fiffccd consistently, boring and flailing 
without remission. In the thirty-fifth round Sullivan 
threw him. and in the next knocked him down again. 


In the thirty-seventh Kilrain sent a light tap to the 
head and tan îiway to the rope.s. Instead of pursuing • 
Sullivan folded his arms at the scratch and waited, 
while the crowd jeered and hissed Kilrain. This was 
rather unfair to the challenger, who was proving him- 
self the game.=ît, most courageous and skilful oppo- 
n e n t iSullivau had ever faced.

In the thirtv-eigbth session, which lasted four a.nd 
a half minutes, Kilrain continued to retreat until the 
referee acting on rei'Cîitcd appeals from Sullivan, told - 
the challenger that h« must stand up and fight. He 
had no authority to issue this command under the

What air was stirring failed before prepa- 
rations were complete and the breathless crowd

. Sullivan on top. It was the turn of the champion's 
friends to cheer, and the volume of sound indicated 
how the sympathy of most of the spectators lay. The 
session had lasted but thirty seconds. 


Kilrain was eager at the opening of the third round 
and rushed immedlately-tbrough a rapid whirl of flats, 
closing and catching Sullivin about the neck. With 
a heave and a plunge of his driving right, Sullivan 
twisted away, hammering a short, chopping blow to 
the neck. Kilrain held after him and in a fast ex- 
change shot through a low left drive. . To many of 


that caught Kilrain full on the month and sent him 
weaving and staggering to fall near the ropes. 
It 
was the first knockdown blow of the battle, after 
two minutes of fighting, and was duly recorded to 
his credit, while the crowd went wild witn' yelling. 
This was what most of them had como to see; this 
was Sullivan at his best, a terror of the ring, an of- 
fensive, hitter such as the game never knew before. 


The severe lesson was not lost on Kilrain, and 
from this point on, except for rare flashes of aggres- 
sion, he fought the shiftiest way he knew, avoiding 
that terrible right as he would destruction. 
In the 
next session, which lasted only thirty seconds, he 
did little but run around the ring, dropping to escape 
another charge. 
He came up. for tlie tenth with a 
verj' serious face and Immediately dodged away from 
the scratch before,a "blow was delivered. 
Sullivan, 
grinning wrathfully, shouted after him, "Stand up 
and fight like a man. 
I'm not a sprinter, I'm a 
fighter."

"Before we start—Indeed, while I am 
dressing for the journey—I sm^ar my 
face,' and throat, too. v.-ith cold crcam. 
The cream is made from white wax, 
with just enough almond oil and roeie 
water to make the wax soft. You see, 
my object 
is not to make a 
tissue 
builder, but to prevent dirt from get- 
ting Into the pores, to make a mask; 
and I object to grease, 
'j^herefore, I 
melt Eome white wax in a cup by put- 
ting it into boiling water, and then I 
remove the cup from the heat and stir 
in the oil and roise water.

I put In a little more rose water than 
oil, and I always spent the mixture 
with a few drops of essence of roses. 
This goes in last in order that the 
heat shall not detract from the frag- 
rance.

• "When the face and neck are cov- 
ered with this p^ste, or ice, or what-

I put on plenty of 
powder, \vipe it off gently and I have 
a perfect mask for my epidermis.

The artistic arrangement of window 
boxes is a form of decoration that In-

Of the latter geraniums are 
satisfactory because they require little 
care and put forth an endless succes- 
sion of 
flowers. 
I often wonder why 
climbing geraniums aré not used more, 
for they are effective. In England one 
sees them everywhere and they grow 
finely 
In any place except where hot 
sun beats on them all day. 
They re- 
quire little shade and an even amount 
of moisture. 
Given that they 
flourish. 


English daisies are also pretty for 
boxes and if clipped occasionally will 
put forth 
blooms 
several 
times 
a 
season. 
Their foliage Is fine and the 
little 
white 
blossoms 
are 
lovely. 
Kastnrtlus are as obvious as geraniums, 
and for the same reason. 


Many persons.will say t h a t heliotrope 
will not thrive in window or piazza 
boxes, but such has not been the ex- 
perience of the home gardener. 
8he 
has raised both,purple and white ones. 
Nor does she find the care of them 
difficult. 
Heliotrope cannot have too 
much s u n and it must be watered often. 
Helitrwe cannot be placed in a box 
w h l c h ^ s narrow or thin because the 
roots will feel the heat of the sun too 
much. 
The box holding them must be 
deep, so the same conditions will pre.- 
vall as if they were in t h e ground. 


Petunias, especially thé double va- 
rieties, are charming for window boxes.

I was preaching once in the north 
of Scotland In" one of those tQyvns 
that have a church large enough to 
take the whole town in.

This towp had a church 
large enough to hold 2,500.

"I never heard the, 
twenty-third psalm sung as .at the 
opening of this meeting; ánd I was 
wondering how many sang It from the 
heart and could ¡say the Lord was 
their shepherd. 
Now, I will put a 
test: All who can sing it from the 
heart and who can claim Christ as 
your shepherd, won't you rise and sing 
It?" 
About fifty or sixty got up— 
some not half-way up—and,I felt as 
If I had never heard It sung so poorly 
In my life. 
' 


Now, I was thinking of that incideat 
this morning while you w^re singing: 
"My vJesus, I love thee; I know thou- 
art mine." 
I wondered how many In 
this audience really can sing It from 
the heart; and how many, if. it should 
t e put to the test, could rise and say: 
"I know that my Redeemer .liveth. 
• 
• 
• I know in whom I have believed, 
and I am persuaded that he is able to 
keep that which I have committed 
unto him against that day." In .other 
words, how many are ready and will- 
ing to get up and declare themselves 
on the Lord's side—that you belong to 
him? 


Impediments to Assurance. 


That is the subject we have .this 
morning—Assurance! 
I once read of 
a couple of men Who had their prop- 
erty bui-ned out. 
They were away 
from the towii while the fire attacked 
both of their houses. One man, when 
he heard of it, went, almost wild, while 
the other was as calm as the sum- 
mer evening. 
What was the differ- 
ence? 
One,had his property Insured 
for Its full value, and the other had no 
Insurance. 
One lost everj'thing; the 
-other was fully insured. And,;do you 
know, I fcelieve that assurance is go- 
ing to give us peace and rest in ^the 
' 
hour of trial and in the testing time; 
therefore I believe it .is a very vital 
pubject. 
- 
Now, before I speak further, I want 
to; say that there are three classes of 
people In all our churches who have 
jiot got assurance, and I don't think 
It's the mind of God that they should 
have assurance. The first class is the 
people who 
have 
united 
with the 
church, but have nex-er been "born of 
God," "of the Spirit," and never "be- 
came partakers of the divine nature." 
They have united with the church, 
perhaps persuaded by ^ome minister 
or by some 
friend 
and 
thinking it 
might lead to their conversion. 
They 
have not been "born of the Spirit," 
and .they will never have the assur- 
ance until they have been "born from 
above." 
' 


Second. 
Those not willing^to "con- 
fess Christ." "Ashamed of Christ and 
his Word." 
Rom. 10:9-11 says: 
"If 
thou Shalt confesé with thy mouth the 
Lord Jesus, and shalt believe in thine 
heart that God hath raised him from 
the dead, thou shalt be saved. 
For 
with the heart, 
man believeth unto 
righteousness; and 
with 
the mouth 
confession is made unto salvation. For 
the scripture saith: 
Whosoever .be- 
lieveth on him shall not be ashamed." 
Now, if I believe with mj' heart, and 
yet am ashamed to confess Christ and 
to "take my stand," I surely will not 
have assurance. We have got to con- 
fess Christ. 
"If any man be my dis- 
ciple, let^him take up his cross and 
come and follow me." 


When I was in London, I heard of a 
certain minister. 
Many people were 
Joining the churches, and he was not 
in the movement but stood outside, and 
many of his own people were going 
and joining other churches.and he did 
not like it. He gave out a notice stat- 
ing that if there was any one,In his 
congregation who wanted to be taken 
Into the church privately, he would 
take them i In; but no one came In. I 
wouldn't give the snap of my finger for 
ten thousand church members 
who 
would "join privately" and who were 
ashamed to confess Jesus Christ. Such 
a man Isn't worthy of being a disciple 
of Jesus Christ. He may believe with 
the heart, but he must "confess Christ" 
with the mouth. 
~ 
^ 


Third. There Is the class who aren't 
willing Ito "go to work." A man may 
believe and 
may 
confess, but if he 
. isn't willing to go out into the harvest 
field and go to work, he will not have 
assurance. I believe that's the reason 
many people go on all through life 
without assurance—because they 'are 
not willing to do some work for the 
Master. 


'How to Get Rid of Doubts. 
Some one said to me: 
"Don't you 
ever have any doubts?" 
I said: 
"I 
don't have any time to doubt" 
Some 
people are full of doubts because they 
have nothing else to do—doubts in the 
. morning and • at the dinner table and 
doubts at the tea table; they get up 
on doubts, and live on them, and sleep 
on them andithink "doubts," "doubts," 
"doubts" all the time. If you get en- 
gaged in the Lord's work, and see the 
Lord answering lyour prayers, away 
go your doubts! 
I think I'd as soon 
•• doubt my existence as doubt that Qod 
answered, my, prayers. How is one go- 
; Ing to doubt when he sees a man get- 
' tiner out of the pit «ndL a man standing 
' íór Hyé.-tea, twentr years? 
In «orne 
plaecjt yúu Mnd leading citizens stand- 


ing very high in the church and in the 
places of business. 
And people say 
they c a n ' t ^ l p but doubt. My friend, 
you can get rid of doubts if you'll take 
God's way. 
First, believe with your 
heart. 
Next confess it. 
Next, don't 
be ashamed of it, , but go to .work. 
Away go your doubts! It is the privi- 
lege of every child Of^ God to know, if 
he will take pains to hunt up the evi- 
dence. It is his privilege. I,don't be- 
lieve it is the will of Gcfd in this world 
that I should not .know whether I am 
saved or ^ot. I don't believe it's the 
will of God that I should go on iwith 
a terrible uncertainty whether I am 
a child of God or of i.the devil. I be- 
lieve God/gives certain landmarks. 
It 
is a privilege; but no one, no man.or 
woman, is auallfled for God's work 
who has not assuranceòf God's.salva- 
tion. If I were in the river and didn't 
have a 
firm 
grip 
on , something, I 
couldn't help anybody; but when I put 
my feet on the shore, I am the,man •o 
help somebody else. I've got to get a 
good hold .for myself before I can help 
some 
one else. 
There's 
no liberty, 
peace, rest, Joy, power, until we have 
assuri^ice! 
/ 


Now, you want to keep that in mind 
—^when you are sure of your own sal- 
vation, "Vou are the one to go to the 
help of some one else. If I were blind, 
I'd be the last man to help A blind 
fiian. 
We want to 
make 
sure, that 
we've got salvation and are His, and 
then we are ready for His service. 


The Gospel Guarantee. 
There are three lines on which Satan 
works: 
First—he keeps a man from 
believing. Then, after a man does be- 
lieve, he does all he can to fill that 
man with doubts and fears; and if he 
doesn't succeed in that, and the man 
still has a "ringing 
testimony." 
he 
casts some "lie" on that 
man 
and 
blackens his testimony and cripples his 
character. If he can. 
He works on 
these lines. And if a mifn is going to 
be a disciple of Christ, he has got to 
come out even if there be an "evil 
report'-' about him. Never mind. If a 
man takes hie character—hla reputa- 
tion—to God. God will take care of it 
There's no trouble with the reputation 
if the character be all right. 


L«t me read John 20:31: 
"These 
things are written that ye might be- 
lieve that Jesus is the Christ, and 
that, believing, ye might have faith 
through his name." 
That gospel was 
written with just one thought in mind 
—to »prove that Jesus Christ was di- 
vine. If I wanted to convince a rtian 
that Jesus Christ was divihe, I'd go to 
the Gospel of John. Every chapter but 
two speaks of "believing." 
The word 
"believè" occurs ninety-eight times in 
that Gospel. 
That's the key to that 
' Gospel. 
Turn over to John's epistles, 
and you'll find what he wrote that 
epistle for: the thirteenth Verse of the 
fifth chapter of the First Epistle of 
John: 
"These things have I written 
unto you that believe on the name of 
the Son of God, that ye may know 
that ye have eternal life, and that ye 
may believe on the name of the Son 
of God." The Gospel was written that 
we might believe in .Jesus Christ, and 
this epistle was written that we might 
know that we are In his family and 
belong to the household of faith. 


A man said to me: 
"Can you rec- 
ommend to me a good book On assur- 
ance?" "Yes." "Where will I get U?" 
"There was a very- fine book written 
by a man named John, the son of Zeb- 
edee." 
"An Englishman the author?" 
"No;- the son of Zebedee." 
"Where 
can i get It?" 
"Most any bookstore." 
"What shall I call for?" "It is bound 
up w^ith some other books, called the 
Bible. 
It's better than all the Infidel 
books that come out, and you bet 
read it and study it; and if a person 
will take a few weeks on that epistle, 
you'll find out whether you're in the 
kingdom of God or not." 


I. 
John 
3: 4: 
"Whosoever 
com- 
mitteth Sin transgresseth also the law; 
for sin is the transgression of the law." 
Fifth verse: 
"And ye know that He 
was manifested to take away our sins; 
and in Him is 
no 
sin. 
Whosoever 
abideth in him sinneth not; whosoever 
sinneth hath not seen him, 
neither 
knoweth him." 


Now notice that fifth verse: 
"He 
was manifested to take away our sins." 
That's the 
first 
thing—-the 
starting 
point. 
There's no assurance until we 
see that's true; that Jesus Christ was 
manifested to take away the sins of 
thè' world by the sacrifice of Himself. 
He forever settles the question of sin 
by His own death, and we start from 
there. 
"We know He was manifested 
to take away our sins.',' The rest will 
follow. You can't atone for your sins. 
Your tears can't atone for them. 
But 
"Jesus Christ was manifested to take 
away our sins." 
Five things worth 
knowing: "Jesus Christ was manifest- 
ed to take away our sins." There's no 
abiding peace until you see the fin- 
ished worjc of Jesus Christ. And it Is a 
thing settled: 
Jesus Christ has put 
away sin. ^hen, the next thing worth 
naming is: 
"Hereby we know that we 
are of the truth, and shall assure our 
hearts before Him. 
For If our heart 
condemn us, God is greater than our 
heart." "BeloveJi if our heart condemn 
us not, then have we confidence to- 
ward God " 


The Truth That Makes Us Free. 
Now, notice. "Hereby know we the 
truth." 
People say: 
"It makes no 
difference what we believe, if we are 
sincere and honest." That's one of the 
greatest delusions of the enemy of 
souls that it makes nò difference what 
the man believes or has as a creed, 
if he is sincere. 
I don't know how 
many times a man has said to me: 
"Mr. Moody, you don't have an idea 
that what a man believes makes any 
difference, does it? A man may be a 
Mohammedant or a Mormon, or a Con- 
fucian; let him only hold on to It and 
stick to it, and he will be all right." 


Suppose jji^ go down to the First 
National bank and put in, a eheck for. 
110,000, and the eashier says: 
"Haye 
you any; qsoner In tÉH» bank?" 
Ton 
answer: 
''Why, no." "Well, what ar«> 


you drawing your check for, then?" 
"Earnestness," you say. Now, no man 
is more earnest 
than I. 
But 
they 
would have me ilC the lunatic asylum 
before the sun was down if I did that. 
Believe a lie as well as the truth, and 
stick to it? Hold on to it? John says: 
"We know that we have the truth." 
It Is the truth that "makes us free." 
Lies "bring us into bondage, but the 
truth brings liberty. A man who be- 
lieves truth can stand on his feet; he 
knows what ho ly^elleves. I pity those 
men who Uve on "negatives," on what 
they "don't 
believe." 
I met a man 
some time ago, and he said he didn't 
believe this and he didn't believe tha^, 
and he told me forty things he "didn't 
believe." 
I said: 
"Will you tell me 
what you do believe?" And the poor 
fellow didn't know what he did be- 
lieve! 
I'm tired and sick of that kind 
of thing. If it's the truth, my friends, 
stick to it; hold on to it; but If it's not 
true, give it up. 
/ 


I heard of two men arranging to go 
up in a balloon, and they thought the 
car was fastened to the balloon in two 
places. 
One of the men seized hold 
of the car, which wasn't well fastened 
to the balloon, and the other seized 
hold of the rope of the balloon. 
One 
went up toward heaven and the other 
was dashed to pieces when he came 
falling down. 
Man, keep hold of the 
truth, and it will make you free; you 
don't want to take this man's or that 
man's creed; go to the Book and see 
what the Lord himself says: 


Third. We know that we are passed 
from death , unto life, because we love 
the brethren. 
"He that hateth his 
brother, abideth in life." What's the 
matter? "Something gone wrong there. 
Brother Moody, you say." What's that? 
Now I'll tell you the trouble. I thought 
I would read the passage the w^y we 
live it, and see how it sounds. A lot of 
people do that. Some one has said to 
them that something has gone wrong, 
and they go to nursing 
themselves, 
and wondering why -it is they haven't 
igot assurance. 
Now, we'll read it the 
way John wrote It. 
"We know, be- 
cause we hive the brethren." 
"Because 
we love the brethren." 
"He that lov- 
eth not hia brother abideth in death." 
I wouldn't give a penny for the most 
magnificent creed I know of On earth, 
if there's no life In It. What do I care 
for a man's creed that has no life in 
it? 
"We know that we have passed 
from death unto life." 
How? 
"Be- 
cause we love the brethren." • 


Take an 
unrenewed man—a 
man 
never quickened by the Spirit of God, 
and In whose heart the Holy;'Qhost has 
never shed abroad the love Of God— 
tell me, how can he pray for ah enemy? 
He can't do it. But, not only that, but 
you can't love the brethren. Love must 
be spontaneous, and It will be so when 
I've been born from abeve and become 
a partaker of the divine nature. 
"By 
this shall all men know that ye are 
my disciples, if ye have love one to an- 
other." , 


I have never seen a man full of love 
in Europe or in this country who has 
doubts. 
It makes no difference where 
we And them. I believe a man's reli- 
gion, If it hasn't love in it, isn't worth 
having. ..^if I had rny way, I'd sweep 
away every church out of existence 
that didn't manifest love. That's what 
makes infidels.. That's what 
draws 
men away fronr» Christ and Christian- 
ity; that form of church has alienated 
the wòrkingmén. 
"By love shall all 
men know that ye are my disciples." 
Nihilism, atheism and every form of 
evil would fiee away. If we were bap- 
tized with love. 


And then we wouldn't have to be 
urged to work. 
That's the kind of 


Christianity. 
One city needs it 
as 
much as every other city. We find mbn 
sitting down and diseussing theology, 
and -very often they don't know what 
theology is nor what they are talking 
about. 
Some say they believe what 
the church believes. I ask what does 
the church believe? "What I belieVe," 
they say. They don't know any differ- 
ence! V 


Now, let us read that again. 
"We 
know"—we don't guess; we don't hope, 
but we know—"because we love the 
brethren." Now mark: 
It is not only 
those'who "love me;" but those who 
"love men;" but those who love men 
•v^ho may not love me, and we are to 
do them a kindness. To lM^p coals of 
fire upon the head of a sinner—that 
takes the love of God. Have you got 
It? if you haven't, j'ou should throw 
your hope to the four winds and 


il Jesus the Friend of Mothers:

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good if you haven't got love in your 
heart. "Because we love the brethren." 


The next thing worth knowing ia 
this: 
"He that hateth his 
brother, 
abideth in darkness." 
If a man culti- 
vates hate, he is in trouble. That man 
hasn't got assurance. 
There has been 
a family feud down in the Kentucky 
mountains for many years, and how 
many do you suppose have been mur- 
dered? 
Forty people or more—families 
on both sides. 
Cultivated hate—don't 
you see? People say they can't,tell be- 
tw^n a child of God and one who ' 
Isn't. 
You can tell very quickly; you 
don't go to a minister to find that out; 
you get into their house and live with 
them, and you can soon tell. 
If you 
want to find out whether a man is a 
Christian, you needn't go to the min- 
ister, but go to his wife and his chil- 
dren, and see how he treats them. If 
he's a merchant, I would see his em- 
ployes. 
That's the way to find out. 
Talk Is very cheap now. 
Some one 
says—and it Is a simple expression— 
"a good many talk cream, and live 
sklm-mllk." 
They talk all right, but 
they don't live right. 
What we want 
is to keep enmity and jealousy out of 
our hearts. 
Perfect love casts out all 
fear. There being no "fear," we shall 
be able to look up to the Lord and read 
our title to the heavenly mansions. 


once when I was preaching in the 
south, I was trying to show that we 
can't be Christians without love. 
A 
man said: 
"There are some things 
true, and one is ^that you can't be a 
true gentleman without resenting. 
I'm 
a Christion and a gentleman." 
He 
stuck to It. 
Where does that argu- 
ment lead to? I was In a town where 
there was a banker and a merchant 
who had a quarrel; the banker stood in 
the office one morning and he put hts 
hand into his hip-bocket and he fired 
at the merchant, and the merchant fired 
back, but he missed him; but the son 
was coming down the street, and he 
saw his father shot at, and he pulled 
his revolver, and the son and the mer- 
chant and thé banker were all dead in- 
side of a minute. 
First families in 
town! That's where this thing leads to. 
Got to be "resented!" 
Jesus taught 
nothing of the sort. If they ismite you 
on the one cheek, give them the other.' 
You say you don't believe In that. 
That's what Christ taught and It's what 
we need now. We can love and no one 
can hinder us either. 
I would love a 
man whether he wants to be loved or 
not. He can't hinder me. 


Now, If you keep at love, summer, 
winter, all the year round, love will 
tell. Love begets love. Hatred begets 
hatred. You can't drive them. 
That's 
the mistake people make now. 
We 
want to go to them kindly and tell them 
of the "better life." He that winneth 
souls is wise. Save by winning.

Not within the ter- 
ritory of Tyre and Sidon, but on its 
borders, and within the limits of the 
land of Israel. . tt Is Important to note 
this, because Jwras'had not gone on a 
missionary toor^mong the heathon, 
but he had gone to the limit of Gali- 
lee that he might get a much needed 
rest after his several days of healing 
people in multitudes. 


"A Canaanitlsh 
woman 
came out 
from those borders." 
She was a na- 
tive of Phoenicia, and a Greek. 
She 
had heard about the wonderful works 
of Jesus, and also she had heard that 
he had come near to the town where 
she lived. 
She came across the bor- 
ders and was directed to the very home 
where Jesus was seeking rest. 


"Have mercy on me, O Lord, thou 
Son of-David." She entered the house, 
and this was her cry, when she saw 
Jesus, and then she begged him to 
cure her daughter who was "griev- 
ously vexed with a demon." She was 
unfortunate in the way she addressed 
Jesus, for she spoke to him as only a 
Jewish woman might, "Son of David." 
Living in the neighborhood 
of

"I was not sent but unto the lost 
sheép of the house of Israel."

of the woman. Jesus was not an^ "in- 
tense Jew," but It was his plan to give 
the gospel to the Jews for the world. 
This had been God's plan when he 
named Israel his "chosen people."

"It Is not meet to take the children's 
bread and cast It unto dogs."

And how could Naaman have been 
cured of the leprosy if the little maid 
had not spoken to the wife of Naaman 
about the power of Elisha to heal him? 
And what would the bible be with the 
story of Mary the mother of Jesus left 
out? And of Elizabeth, the mother of 
John? 
And the story of the sweet 
sister of Bethany, who contributed so 
much of joy and comfort to the Lord 
Jesus in his earthly life; what if that 
had been omitted? And we could not 
spare the account of the holy women 
who followed Jesus to Calvary, and who 
were the first at his tomb, and the first 
to be sent by Jesus» himself with the 
news 
of 
his 
resurrection 
to 
his 
apostles. How precious Is the mention 
of the grandmother Lois, and the moth- 
er Eunice, who so wisely Instructed the 
little boy "fimothy in the holy scrip- 
tures that he was able to be a helper 
to the gi-eat apostle Paul in preaching 
the gospel!

One night long ago at a club 
meeting-the question 
discussed 
was

world?" 
Vartous 
opinions were expressed. Wm. Ross 
Wallace, who was present, retired be- 
fore long, and some time later called 
Thomas J. Leigh from the room, and 
handed him a poem which he had Just 
written. It was entitled "What Rulés 
the World." The first stanza ran:

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SANITARY COW STALLS 


The Demand For A Higher G-rade Of Milk And Its: 
Products Has Brought About The Necessity 
Of Cleaner Quarters For The Cows.

Th® demand for pure milk, 
pro- 
duced 
under sanitary conditions, 
Is 
constantly Increasing:, and to produce 
such milk it is necessary to have clean 
cows 
kept 
in 
sanitary stalls. 
That 
dairymen everywhere are realizing the 


down she is drawn forward and will 
step in front of this cross bar to pre- 
vent an uncomfortable position.

door in front is hinged at the top and 
opens upward when grain and water 
are given. 
Hay is placed in the hay 
rack from the front. 
The partitions 
are so constructed that it is almost

This feature alone is worth 
the cost of several stalls to the owner 
of valuable animals. 


Tliio Model stall ivhich has been in 
«se for several years, has been adopted 
by many of the best dairs-nien of the 
country. The essential feature of this 
stall is the movable cross bar near the 
hind feet of the cow% which causes-lier 
to more forward when lying down 
thus avoiding her own droppings. 


wi.-îdom of constructing sanitary barns 
Is shown by the many Inquiries for in- 
formation 
on 
this 
subject. 
This 
awakening among the dairymen is in 
part an outcome of the pure food laws 
which have been enacted to meet the 
demand for pure milk and its products. 


Sanitary cow barns should contain 
sanitary fastenings for securing cows, 
but this does not .necessarily imply 
that such fastenings need be patent- 
ed. 
There seems to be a prevailing 
impression 
among dairymen 
that 
a 
comfortable sanitarj' stall or stanchion 
is an eKpensive factory product, while 
the fact is that any farmer who is 
handy with carpenters' tools can build 
a stall which will secure as good re- 
sults as any patented stall upon ths 
market. 


The Model stall is a home 
made 
product and was or 
¡nated by Ex- 
Governor W. D. Hoard of "Wisconsin. 
He has used this stall in his own 
stables for several years and finds it 
verj- satisfactorj-. 
It is probably the J 
nearest approach to a perfect stall of 
any in use at the present time. 
It is 
constructed so as to force the cow to 
have her hind feet between the cross- 
bar and gutter when standing, 
thus 
preventing the fouling of the stall by 
her 
own 
droppings. 
When 
lying 
down she is brought forward and com- 
pelled to lie in front of the crossbar. 
The cow is forced to stand back from 
the hay rack when eating because of 
the position in which it is liung. The 
crossbar is adjustable and the stall 
will accommodate a large or small 
cow. 
The chain or fastening is so ar- 
ranged that as the cow starts to lie 


A wooden mat is laid over the con- 
erete 
floor. 
This mat Is removable, 
permitting th« cleansing of the entire 
floor whenever occasion demands. 
If 
it seems desirable the manger may be 
constructed of concrete the same as 
the floor and wh'ere new stalls are b«- 
ing erected the 
manger 
and 
floors 
should be made at the same time. 
This construction will be more dura- 
ble than separate construction. 


The new ïdeal stall has a very dé- 
sirable feature: that of having thp gas 
pipes which retain the chain placed so 
as to slant. 
This construction permits 
of a loosening of the cross chain when 
the cow stands up and a tightening of

down. \ThIs gives 
more freedom to the individual than 
any stall which has been described. 
This is considered a very sanitary stall 
and 
is giving excellent 
satisfaction 
where used. 
A board mat may be 
provided or if this is not desirablrf, 
bedding in sufftclent quantities 
wiil 
prevent any contraction of rheuma- 
tism by the animals lying on the con- 
crete.

A good supply of hives In which to 
put the new swarms should be all 
raady, ànd should be in a shady )^art 
of the be«-yard, so the hives may bs 
reasonably cool when the swarms are 
put into them. 


If the hives are hot, as will be thè 
case when standing in the sun, the 
swarms are much more Inclined 
to 
leave for parts unknown. The newly 
hived swarms Should be shaded* for 
the same reason. 


"When a prime swarm issues there is 
a lot of sealed brood present 
and 
young bees are emerging by the thou- 
sand every day, BO that when the flrtit 
<iuéen Is ready to fly there Is a "strong 
force of bees ready to go with her. 


If you can manage to have the larger 
part of those young bees unite with 
the swarm, you increase its ability for 
gathering surplus, and at the same 
time lessen the desire for a second 
swarm. 


If you put the swarm In the old 
stand and at once put the old hive In 
a new place at some distance, all the 
bees that were out In the field will go 
back to the old stand, and all the 


old bees that leave 
Old h|ye th# 
next day or so infill return to the old 
stand. 


This will strengthen the swarm, íúád 
at the same time will weaken the ol 
colony so much that it wlíl gèHèrail: 
prevent any second swârming. 


Not in all cases, however, and if vfe 
can do anything to throw a still larger 
number of bees from the old hive Into 
the new, it will be an advantage to 
do so. 


"When a prime swarm Issues, if the 
colony Is strong and clrcuinstances fa- 
vorable a second swarm may he ex- 
pected in a week or ten days later. 


If the queen cannot accompany the 
swarm, the bees will continue the at- 
tempt to swarm, sometimes every day, 
sometimes not so often, but when a 
young queen emerges then the "oíd 
one" is disposed of. and the bees go 
with .the one that has flying powers. 


It sometimes happens that at the 
time "When a first «warm Is ready to 
issue, the 
weather 
is so bad 
that 
swarming is delayed for two or three 
days. 


In 
that 
case 
the 
second 
swarm 
would issue in less time than usual 
after the first, making It happen that 
if We wait a week before moving the 
hive to a new place, there would be 
a second swarm before that time. 


So if there has been bad weather 
Just béfóre the time Of the 
prime 
swarm issuing, it may be Well to move 
the old hive to a new plaee in six days 
or even less time after thé day of 
swarming. 


The first requisite toward a Siiccess- 
ful start for an afterswarm is a frame 
of brood, to be plaéed in the hive at 


the time of hiving, the queen with an 
àfterswïinn is névèr fertilized whêii 
the swárhi icuittcs. 


i t is nearly a month from the time 
of

before

éméi^e from their 
cells from 
this 
qùèéh, by which time tho bees going 
with the Swarm are thé larger part 
dead, dying at />ld age, which makes 
and

By giving a frame of brood thiS 
weak part is very materially helped, 
for, as fast as the bees die of o)d age 
young bees are emerging from this 
frame to take their placet; and thus 
the queen, when she gets to laying, 
has suitable bees to mature the' eggs 
which she lays, so that by the end 
of six weeks from the time thé after- 
swarm was hived, we have a good, 
pop.#ous colony. 


It Is^well understood that If we can 
keep our colonies working in a nor- 
mal condition.. without swarming, all 
through the season, that the best re- 
sults will be obtained. 
This 
happy 
state of affairs seems impossible. 


Most 
bee-keepers 
want 
at 
least 
some swarms, so as to make up for 
winter losses] even If they do not care 
%o have à lari^é number. It is very dif- 
ficult to prevent all swarming, but not 
so vei^' dlflîcult to prevent éach colony 
from swarming more than once. 


Swarming can be prevented In a 
great measure by thé free use of the 
honey extractor, but somehow, even 
ih this case a colony that has been 
prevented from carrying out the In- 
stincts of nature, although it may do 
well for a time, soon gets out of bal- 
ance. and thereafter works In a slug- 
gish fashion. 


. .The Xew Ideal stall is one of the 
most sanitary of the simple home« 
made stalls now used.. This is made of 
gas pipes ^vith the exception of the 
mangers and their partitions 
which 
are of wood. The guides for the chain 
tie are placed at an angle nearer to 
each other at the top, which tightens 
the chain and draws the cow nearer 
the manger when she lies down, thus 
preventing entanglement and bringing 
tier for^vard out of her own filth. This 
stall is used in the dairy b a m of the 
Purdue Experiment Station. 


FCRTY YEARS OF TOMATO CULTURE 
Careful Study And Its Correct Application Necessary 


For Success. 
By J. H. Haynes. 


^'e have made tomato growing a 
specialty for the past forty years. 


Two mistakes are often made by 
tomato growers. 


First, the setting of seed bed plants. 
Second, planting out too late in the 
eeason. 


Seed bed plants have too few roots 
to allow them to recover vigor after 
taking from the hot bed and resetting 
in open ground. 
The change is rad- 
ical. 
They chill and are a long time 
starting new growth. 


Planting too late, throws the bulk 
of the crop late and frost is apt to 
destroy it. 
Even if the canneries will 
not accept crop till sweet corn is out 
of the way yet there need be no loss 
for early tomatoes always command 
/ 
ready sale at good prices and this way 
you can care for the crop till 
the 
factories will receive tliem. 


We aim to have strong stocky plants 
for setting and do this the first of June. 
After the plants come up they are 
closely guarded against chilling for if 
a plant is injured it never makes a 
good fruiting plant. 


When 
it gets its fourth leaf 
we 
begin transplanting into another warm 
bed that is in waiting. 


They are forced in growth by dally 
watering with weak manure water. 


, 
When 
the plants begin to crowd 


they 
are 
transplanted 
Into 
a 
cold 
f r a m e as by this time the 
weather 
will admit of this and they are hard- 
ened to stand out door planting. 


In the mean time the

each plowing. 


If extra early tomatoes are wanted 
the suckers are kept off, and only the 
main stem Is allowed to fruit. 


Staking 
up 
gives 
nice 
fruit 
hut 
hardly pays as the dwarf kinds give 
same results. 


Good strong tomato plants should 
average 30 pounds each. 


An acre of 2,200 plants would yield 
S3 tons. 
Cannery prices are $6 per 
ton.

The disease, which is of fungus ori- 
gin. goes under a number of names, 
as rust, wilt, pod spot, etc. 
As there 
Is a true rust and a wilt, caused by 
bacteria, the name pod spot or an- 
thracnose Is preferred for It. 


Practically all parts of the 
bean 
plant except the roots are subject to 
attack of the fungus. 
The most com- 
mon indication of the presence of the 
disease is the occurrence of brown or 
black 
sunken 
areas 
on 
the 
stems, 
leaves and pods. 
They may also ap- 
pear on the leaves and stems of the 
plant 
soon 
after It appears 
above 
ground and cause considerable losses 
through a reduction In the stand. On 
the older plants the attack is most 
serious on the larger veins of 
the 
leaves, and the leaf may be wholly 
destroyed or its efficiency greatly re- 
duced. 
From the stems and leaves 
the fungus spreads to the pods, and 
as many are rendered unsightly con- 
siderable direct loss is occasioned. 


The presence of the fungus is often 
unnoticed until it appears upon the 


young pods. 
J>n these it 
produces 
small brown or rusty spots, which en* 
large and darken until they become 
neariy black. 
The affected tissues of 
the pod dry, leaving sunken areas, in 
the centen of which may be seen 
small j>ink spots,' masses of 
spores 
which rapidly spread the disease from 
plant to plant. 


The spores ^by which the fungus is 
Spread from plant to plant are very 
sticky when wet and iu-e readily trans- 
ferred on the hands, clothing, or im- 
plements. 
On 
this 
account 
beans 
should never be cultivated or gathered 
while wet With dew or rain. 
If it is 
too much trouble to obsM^e these pre- 
cautions for the whole crop, it could 
be done with little extra effort for a 
small plat on which to grow Seed for 
future planting. 
There Is some preju- 
dice In certain quarters against the 
raising of seed at home, but experi- 
ments at the Liouisiana Station gave 
as good results with home-grown bean 
seed as with that introduced from a 
distance.

Of the many forage plants, alfalfa Is 
one of the most satisfactory for hogs, 
since It can be made a

an excellent combination with 
com. 
The leaves are tender and the stem 
small which make It easily masticated 
and it Is very much relished. 


At the • Mississippi Station careful 
tests have been made to determine the 
value of alfalfa pasture without grain 
for hogs. 
Pigs ranging in age from 
three 
to, twenty-four 
months 
have 
been used, and the results of 
two 
years' Work show that alfalfa Is little 
more than a maintenance ration ^for 
growing hogs without grain. 
Satisfac- 
tory gains have always been secured 
from alfalfa pastures by supplement- 
ing the pasture with from one to two 
per cent of the weight of the hogs in 
com or other grain. 


Cowpeas without grain so far has 
given better results than any other 
crop for hog pasture. 
In one test the 
crop was grown on thin hill land, 
where one acre of cowpeas produced 
850 pounds of pork. 
In another test 
on rich valley land one acre of cow- 
peas produced 48S pound? of pork. 
The hogs were put In the field when 
the peas were about ripe.

Among the numerous mistakes that 
lead to enormous wastes on the farm, 
few are more 
worthy 
of 
attention 
than that of letting grain, oats, wheat, 
rye, com. etc., get too ripe before har- 
vesting. 


No one can ride about the country 
in summer without being struck and 
amazed at the prevalence of this error. 


You will notice field after field that 
has reached, or Is approaching, 
the 
period 
of 
dead 
ripeness, 
and 
that 
ought to have been harvested several 
days before. 


The loss arising from this source is 
more appreciable and more easily es- 
timated. perhaps In w h e a t of which 
we cultivate comparatively little, than 
It is in other grains, like oats and rye, 
but the same general principle applies 
to all. 


If wheat Is cut two weeks or so be- 
fore it fully ripens, it contains more 
gluten and starch and a bushel will 
weigh more, and it will make a larger 
quantity and a better quality of flour, 
with a less quantity of bran or mid- 
dlings, than If it wére allowed to ripen. 
This Is by no means a 
matter 
of 
theory. It is the result of careful ob- 
servation. 


The straw will begin to change color 
slightly two or three weeks before the 
grain comes to complete maturity. 


In the best and most favorable sea- 
sons it will begin to ripen and change 
color at the bottom. In some less fa- 
vorable seasons the upper Joints turn 
first. 


In the great wheat-growing sections 
of the far East, where wheat-growing 
Is carried on to a much greater extent 
than It is here, they have studied this 
point more carefully than we have. 


The best farmers begin to cut while 


a j)ortion of the stalk Is green, as sooa 
as the kernel has pissed from th< 
"milky" to the "doughy" state. 


The stalk has then begun to changt 
color, sometimes from the 
bottom, 
sometimes for three or four Inches be- 
low the head. 


A most careful and accurate expert« 
ment was made to ascertain the dif- 
ference, taking wheat, first, when It 
was green; second, a week after, when 
it was c h a n ^ n g color; and third, when 
fu'ly ripe. 


The result Was in the first case 
bushels an acre: In the second, 23^1 
in the third, 
and the same dif« 


ference was found in the straw. 


The total value an acre was: in that 
cut green. |62.30; in that cut one weeV 
after, when the stalk was yellow be< 
low the ear. $64.61; in that cut on< 
week afte* when fully ripe, $66.13. 


The first two productions had mon 
fine flour and less brain than that cm 
last, showing that gluten is eoaTerte<i 
Into starch in standing to get fully 
ripe. 


When either end of the stalk tumX 
yellow, the sap cesses to flow, and the 
covering or shell of the kernel thick« 
ens and becomes hard, and of course 
gives a larger proportion of bran and 
less flne flour. 


Beside, in early cutting there is leai 
loss from shelling out in handling, an4 
from high winds, which involve a very 
heavy loss in ripened grain. 


Now what is true of wheat Is, in th< 
main, also true of other small grains—« 
oats and rye. 
If we raise them fof 
seed to sow, again, they ought to b< 
allowed to ripen fully, but if for grind- 
ing or for feed for animals, they should 
be cut early. If they would be in thelf 
best and most nutritive condition.

the pasture, beside the green 
grass 
cut and fed once a day will be an ex-

grass. 


Of course the mare and foal should 
have the run of a pasture and be 
given their liberty, but the work teams 
are too liable to injj*ry to make the 
practice safe.

CENTURY PLANT READY TO BLOOM. 


New York, June 4.—Instead of wait-, 


ing for a hundred years before flower- 
ing, the largest of the century plant* in 
the Bronx Botanical gardens has de- 
cided to put forth its blooms while still 
under forty years old, and this means 
thdt the great Agave that'has long bean 
the pride of the officials of the gardens 
has sounded its own death Icnell. If 
all plants grew at the rate this cen- 
tury plant did they ought'to be popular, 
for at present the flower stalk, which 
will reach somewhere between thirty 
and forty feet before tho flowers burst 
forth, is Increasing In height at a rate 
of from three to four inches on days 
when there is plenty of sunshine and 
from two to throe Inches on cloudy 
days. These measurements are care- 
fully noted every day by the chief of 
the-gardens, Professor N. S. Britton; 


his aid, Professor W. A. Murrlll, and 
Mr. George V. Nash, the head gardener 
of the institution: 


While the giant century plant Is 


preparing to bloom It will be at least 
six weeks before It reaches the re- 
quired height. Then after the flowers 
have been admired for a few days it 
will promptly die, but perhaps a new 
century^ plant may spring up from the 
roots. 


The giant member of the Agave fam- 


ily is one <Sf the collections of Amer' • 
can desert plants which Is one of the 
chief exhibits at the garden at present. 
These plants Include a score or more 
of varieties of the century plants 
which are exclusively an American 
product, and several hundred species 
of the cacti family, ranging from little 
cactus plants less than an inch in

Lima, O., June 8.—The state is mak- 


ing a strong case against Antony Vit- 
torioso. tho Sicilian, charged with' the 
murder of Bert W. Fry. the Pennsyl- 
vania traliynan, in this city on the 
night of March 21, 1910. It was not 
until late Tuesday forenoon that the 
jury was secured, sixty talesmen hav- 
ing been examined before the chosen 
twelve were secured. 


The opening statement to the Jury 


was made by Prosecuting Attorney 
Welty and, after finishing it, he an- 
nounced the list of witnesses for the 
state, as follows: 
Philip Fr>, George 


Dyer. Sam Cassaro, Joe Cavalier. John 
Ferguson, William Thomas, John Col- 
loran. W. C. Burwell, John Gillardo, C. 
A. Cunningham. Dr. A. Pfeiffer. Dr. O- 
E. Chenoweth and Jess Neely. 


Philip Fry, father of the murdered 


mnn. was the first witness called, and 
:estified as to the marks found on the 
jody of his son. when he viewed the 
remains at .the Strait undertaking par- 
lors, the day following the murder. 


The other witnesses examined yes- 


terday were W. C. Burwell. C. A. Cun- 
ningham. E. T. Sinn-ell and John Gil- 
lardo. 
Probably the most direct and 


convincing evidence was that of Cun- 
ningham. He stated that on the night 
of the murder he was standing on the 
street and witnessed several men en- 
deavoring to ride a bicycle and that the 
defendant was one of them, when they 
ran into some one in the street. He 
heard the argument that followed and 
saw the men start across the street and 
return to the west side. He also saw 
two other men walking along the east 
side of Main street. The witness testi- 
fied that the defendant ran toward a 
stairway leading to the block on the 
east side of Main street and that with- 
in a few minutes came out of the door 
leading- to the stairway, and that two 
men then 
left the doorway starting 


north, but turned back towards the 
stairway and one of them ftred at the 
Americans who were standing at the 
north side ot the building, and then 
they ran bark Into the doorway lead- 
ing to the stairway. 


Burwell. who was a member of the 


freight crew to which Fry belonged, 
testified that he was with Fry that 
night. He stated that he had known 
the defendant Vlttorloso at Bucyrus. 
and recognized him as one with the 
wheel, and after the argument ensued, 
he saw Vlttorioso run up the stair- 
way into the block on the east side of 
Main street. 
He stated that he and 


Fry went into the alley north 'of the 
building and heard someone coming 
down stairs on the run. Fry looked 
around the corner of the building and 
was shot. Burwell did nil know his 
[companion was struck and started to 
run away.

of P O. Sautbine. formerly of this 
county, but late of Spokane, .Wash- 
where he had served for some time as 
a member of the police force, and who 
has been missing since March 10th.

miles below the dam. 
Such was the message received yes- 


terday by the brother. C. F. Sautbine, 
of Craigville. and conveyed to the sis- 
ter, Mrs. W. H. Ward, of this city, by 
telephone. Arrangements were imme- 
diately made to have the body brought 
here for burial and the necessary 
money for this purpose was telegraph- 
ed to Spokane and a message was re- 
ceived that the body had been ship- 
ped.

ing of the body it is believed that 
Sautbine was murdered by J. W. How-

Spokane. The two men roomed at the 
same place and. according to Spokane 
information. Sautbine detected How- 
ard one night In a situation which led 
to Howard receiving a beating at the 
hands of an outraged husband, who 
later fileij suit for divorce. 
Howard 


was heard to ask 
Sautbine in the 


presence of other officers if he Intend- 
ed to tell what he knew, and Sautbine 
re- lied that he certainly aid Intend to 
do" that very thing. Howard was dis- 
charged as a policeman and he was 
shunned by Sautbin*. and later col- 
ected a bad gang around him. Fol- 
owing the disappearance of Sautbino 
and the search of the police, Howard 
also was gone for three weeks on a 
trip to the coast arid did not return 
until the excitement over Sautblne's 
disappearance had quieted down. 


A month ago Howard -was arrested 


In Coeur d'Alene. charged with the 
murder of a policeman at Bristol, 
Tenn., and he Is now ar/nlting a hear- 
ing at the latter place and Is said to 
have made a confession. The man 
whom he Is charged with murdering 
In Tennessee was shot five times In 
the back.

ed for flounclngs. plain materials can 
be used and the edge of the corset 
cover finished with narrow lace or cm- 
broidery.

Noted Publicist arid Educa-! 


tor Passes Away in 


Toronto. 


Toronto, Ont.. June 8.—Prof. Golil- i 


win Smith, one of the most distln- 1 
guished educators and writers of mod- 1 
ern times, died at the Grange, his homo 
here, yesterday. 
Dr. Smith was un- 


conscious practically all of yesterday, 
following a serious turn in his condi- • 
tlon Monday night. With him when j 
the end came late in the afternoon j 
were only his physician. Dr. Grassett, ' 
and Arnold Haultfln, his secretary-' 


Early in February Dr. Smith slipped 


on the polished floor of the hall ui his 
home and fell, fracturing: his thigh- 
bone. 
It was thought at the time j 


that owing to his advanced age he j 
could not survive beyond-a day or tivo. 
but he lingered, and as spring came 
he began to gain some strength. At 
time he suffered Intense pain from the 
broken Bone, which did not knit. With- 
in the last month he was taken to the 
library of the Grange, which had been 
transformed into a bedroom, and there 
among his books 
the 
distinguished 


scholar spent the closing hours of his 
life. 


Born in England in 1823. 


Goldwin Smith was born in England 


at Reading on Aug. 23, 1823. He was 
the son of a practicing phs-stelan. a 
gentleman of the old school. He used 
to love to dwell on his early memories 
and how he could recall the watchmen 
crying the hours of the night on their 
rounds, and the servants laborious!:-" 
getting a fire with flint, tinder and 
steel. He was sent to Eton and then 
to Oxford, and had already sufficiently 
developed his liberal views to win ox-er 
his father from his sturdy Toryism. 


At Oxford his career as an under- 


graduate was most distinguished. At 
first entered at Christ church, he soon 
won a. demyshlp, or scholarship, at 
Magdalen college, within five years h« 
carried off all the classical trophies of 
the university, the Hertford and the 
Ireland prizes, a first class In "greats." 
or the final classical examination for 
the B. A. degree, the Latin verse, and 
the Latin essay prizes, and was finally 
elected In 1847 to a fellowship at Uni- 
versity college. 


Began With Saturday Review. 


In 1865 the London Saturday Re- 


view began Its career with a staff oi 
unusually 
brilliant writers. Among 


them were Lord Robert Cecil, after- 
wards Lord Salisbury, prime minister 
of England: Sir William Vernm Har- 
court. and Sir Henry Mayne. Gold-win 
Smith was their colleague, and his 
trenchant pen. with Its biting satire 
helped to formulate the tradition of] 
that periodical. He wrote also for the 
London Dally News and other Journals, 
and was also a member of the royal 
commission on popular education. 


In 1858 Mr. Smith' was 
elected 


reglus professor of history4 at Oxford, 
a position carrying with It a salary of 
$3,260 a r«ar and an acknowledged po- 
sition In the' Intellectual- society of 
England. He was selected to hold a 
special history class for the present 
king, and by the incisive style of his 
lectures and the boldness of his views 
attracted much attention. 
TOT eight 


years he occupied his chair, till the 111 
health of his father obliged him to re- 
sign, to give up all his atttentlon to his 
parent. 


His father died in 1868, and he ac- 


cepted the chair ot English and con- 
stitutional history at Cornell univer- 
sity.' There was something fitting In 
Mr. Smith's coming to this country. In 
that he had been all through the civil 
war the ardent defender of the union 
amid the coldness of educated opinion 
in England. 


Came to America at Bad Time. 


To the ardent lover of America the 


time of, his advent seems to have been 
somewhat unfortunate. The Alabama 
claims were still unsettled, and Dr. 
Smith—he had received the degree of 
LLJ3. from Brown university during a 
former visit in 1864—found a distinctly 
anti-British 
feeling prevalent. The 


feelings of the Iris'- it that time ran 
extremely high and rte complained bit- 
terly that Americans would never do 
Justice to English attempts to concil- 
iate Ireland. He stayed at Ithaca for 
only three years, and then took tip his 
residence In Toronto. He continued 
his relations with the university, how- 
ever, for 
some years, visiting it at 


times to deliver lectures and present- 
Ing it with the greater part of his fine 
collection of, books. 


From 1871, however. Dr. Smith en- 


tered on his career as a publicist, by 
which he will be chiefly remembered. 
He married, in 1875, Mrs. Harriet 
Boulton, the 
daughter ot Thomas 


Dixon, of Boston, and so came into 
possession of th« Grange, at Toronto. 
From~this lovely home, one of the old- 
est residences in Ontario, he edited a 
number of periodicals and contributed 
countless essays, articles and letters to 
the American, Canadian and English 
press. 
He retained his connection with ed- 


ucation as a regent of Toronto imi- 
versity, but gave most of his energies 
to the'foundation ami editing of the 
Canadian Monthly, the Nation (of To- 
ronto), and the Toronto Week. 
Till 


lately he contributed a column to the 
Toronto Weekly Sun. 


Opposed British Dominion. 


He was known In Canada- as the 


greatest opponent of the recent devel-. 
opment of the dominion ns a nation 
within the British empire. Dr. Smith's 
views that the parting between Can- 
ada and the mother country was in- 
evitable were popular enough when hi? 
first went to 
Toronto. 
The 
liberal 


party was openly In favor of reciproc- 
ity with the United States and an- 
nexation 
seemed 
well 
within 
the 


bounds of poaBlhllIt.fr. 
Dr. Smith was 


thoroughly cqnvineed that the desti- 
nies of; the dominion lay on this side 
of the Atlantic and his work "Canada 
and the Canadian Question" (1891) was 
an exceedingly able, argument for an- 
nexation baserl 'on scientific grounds.
